Mr (iludstoiie Speaks Against the Measure 
-The Kx Premler In Klin^ Voice and h'orm 
—lie Moves an Aiueuduieut to tho Bill 
In Order to Keduce or Cancel Arrears 
of Kent.

London, Nov. 19. — In tlio Cuminoiis 
this evening D. H. Madden, sulicitur- 
genoral for Irolaiid, Inouglit forward a 
bill ad(lili;4 ITi.OOD.Odl) lo 'the amniiiil ap- 
plicable under llie Aslilaiunn' .Act. In 
iutruilucing tlm mcaalu•l^ lie said that tlio 
^'ovoriiuieiit thought that tho great suc- 
cess of tho Aslibourno Act justiQed thoir 
seeking to oiiIiu'ku its oporatiuns. 

Gladstoiiu niuvud an ainundment that, 
in lieu of votin,!,' ,£'5,000,000, it wonkl be 
expodioiit, ill view of I ho .snliVrinns aris- 
ing from tile cviclioiis uiiicli had receiilly 
taken placo, to e.ttencl I lie l.iiul law ho as 
to oinpmvci- till! courts In reduce or eaiiei-l 
such arrears tif iciil as miirhl be lomnl i x- 
cessive. lie stated tliat the anieikliiR iit 
did not strike at tho Aslibourno Act. lie 
did not desire to stop its oporations. liu 
objected to tho liill because he bolicvcil 
the govuruniunt oui;lit to have asked in- 
stead for a liinileil j^iant 1(1 enablu il to 
continue llie operalions of the Ashlioiiiiiu 
Act iiiilil spriii!,', when iiailiaiiieiit coiilil 
recoii.sidor tho whole iiiatler. In- 
stead of doiiif; this, tho govciii- 
iiiont liad iiitrotiucod a bill involviiiii' 
])arliiuiient iu a fresh approval of the land 
purchase policy. (Cheers). Mr. (Jludstone, 
contiiiuiiii;, .said it was tho nninifesl ilo- 
sigii of ihc i;overiMiient to witluhiiw l!ie 
land i|iu'sliiin Irom |iai'liaiiieiil for several 
years. Tlial could noi be .allowed, llo 
did not (le.siro thai laiidlorils shoulii lie 
leinovud in a boily. llo wiintcil to seo 
tlicni resident ami not abaeiitoes. L'nder 
the Ashbourne act live million pounds 
had been obtained Hi)parontly as a prece- 
dent for uettiiij,' the other live. It was 
(•lowly dr.-iw ini.; Ihv house into u .systoiii of 
making the state an iiiiiiicdiale landlortl 
williout ])roper uTuaranl CCS. He objected 
lo the net of L;ivili;.; Ijiiidlords the iiiilialivo 
uf jiiifcliase iiKSlcad of iJcasautH. Did tho 
govonnnent, ho Jiskcd. refuse to di'iil with 
arroara, liccaiisc arrears would eiuuiro 
servitude of tho tenant ? This bill 
would unable landlords to hicrcase 
the rents, while it would enable 
only 11 handful of teii.ants to 
ac(|uire holdiiii^'s. Doublless the Irisli 
toiifints cuiild be eulogized aa scrupulous 
in jjaj'iiig fuir riMds, but if aiiotiior c(d- 
lapse in ai;iiciiltiiral prices occurred the 
fariiier.s niii,dit be unable to pay ovoii in- 
stalnionU. The i^overniiicnl, ho declared, 
was iiol (jiialilied in relying upon tho good 
w ill to pay iifUM' llie ileclarat ion of Lord 
•Salisbury llial llie iiiajorily of the peo|jle 
of Ireland wore bent upon rilling llic 
pnckot.s of the iniiiority. If Irishinen did 
not rospect the pockets of thoir country- 
uien, would they respect the English ci- 
ohequer 7 The land purchase had not an 
iinuiediate claim to the character of an 
arroara i|nestion. Tho iiecossity for the 
ncttlciiRMit of tho arrears hud been ack- 
nuwlodgod iu the case of the crofters in 
Scotland, and iheie was innch creator 
need of it in Ireland, where tlic arrears 
had been defeated and iinnullod, and u 
land law passed for the benelit of ton- 
ants which made the landlords inas- 
tei'S of the conditions of sale and 
tho fortunes of tlio tenants. If tho gov- 
oriiniont desired to relieve tlie tenants 
thoy should deal with the ([Uostion of ar- 
rears instead of pressing the iiieasiirc 
providing facilities for augmenting rents 
and iniiltiplyiiig evictiuii.s. 

lioscheii ilenied llial the govoriliiient 
was pledged not to introduce measures 
involving a protracted controversy during 
winter session. Gladstone's statemunt 
tliat if the govornnient had askod for juht 
enough to keep the Aahbntiriie act in 
oporalioii till next session the nioliou 
would have been agreed to was i.nl correct. 
liKpiiry had been made into tlie maltor, 
and tho respoiiao met with did not en- 
courage the goveriiuiont to make tho 
atlenipl. Dealing with tho (|iiestioii of 
laiui purchase was not incompatible with 
also dealing with tho .'urears. The gov- 
eruiueut would deal with the arrears in 
due course. The suggestion of the o.\- 
promier that the government was piacli 
cally conspiring to allow the arrears to 
continue and to encourage evictions was 
scarcely wortli an8wer^ru^

Tho ollicora, on the other hand, 
say that this coni|ilaint is unrea- 
sonable, as the rate of speed haa 
nothing I o do w ith the comfort or safety 
of those on boaril during gales and heavy 
ana. ( )n Tiicsd.'iy afternoon a linger wave 
than any yet encountered was seen ap- 
pi'oitchiiig. Tho seameu uttered cries of 
warning and attempted to seek places of 
s ifety, but when a mountain of water fell 
with a crash upon the vessel tho men were 
swej)t iu heaps against one of tho deck- 
houses. When the water receded it was 
found thai, tieorge Woonald, an able sea- 
man of Liverjjool, was fatally crushed and 
bruised. He died soon afterward. Sea- 
men Murphy and Moett and two 
others, names not heard, and 
a steerage passenger iiHinod Oold 
wtn'u cul, bruised and lamed.

This is why the trade 
policy of the Doiniiiioii Governmoiit ia 
called a " national policy." Tins policy, 
if it 1ms not produced all the rosidts pre- 
dicted i'or it liy its advocates, lias, on the 
whole, lieeii acceptable to the people of 
Canada, lint there ia an industry in 
IlritiMli (-'oluiiiliia wliicii is not only not 
fo.ateiv.ll by tin- ^'eiieral government but is 
by il.s policy ^'reatly burdened and 
grievously discoiii aged. There was a time 
when raining in this province was a very 
simple process. All that the miner re- 
quired was a few simple tools which could 
be made aiiywliere, a cradle to wash the 
"ilirt" and provisions etioii|^h to keep him 
in workir.i; coudilioii f<ir a few iiioiil lis. 
But that time is pa.st. .Miiiiuij is now an 
elaborate and dilliculL process iV-iuiriug, 
ill order to cany it out, prolitably, expen- 
sive iii.acbim-i-y.

Tho price of the 
machinery and tiie expense of carriage 
are quite as much as men of moderate 
capital can aflbrd. But here the Govern- 
ment steps in and tells the miner that hb 
nnist pay it more timn one-third the pur- 
cliaae money of his plant before he will be 
alliiwetl to land it on liriti.sli Coluiiihiaii 
soil. This would la; hard emuigh if the 
niaehiiiery he needs were uianufuctured 
in Canada, itiit it is not made in any 
part of the Dominion; ao the duty till' 
miner has to pay on it, while it is a griev- 
ous burden and a great drawback 
to him does not benefit in any way any 
Ganadian producer. It is an obstacle 
causelessly placed in his way — to many iin 
insuperable obstacle — by the Government 
whose distinctive policy ia the protection 
of native industry. The industry in which 
he is engaged is a native industry, but the 
Government in direct opposition to its 
own iiriiiciples docs all it can to discour- 
age liiiii. It pi-c\ ciits liiiii from making a 
fair start, and forces from biiii a very large 
propiu'tion of bis piolits if be is aucce-^sful, 
and luisteiia liis ruin if he ineeta uiilooked 
for difficulties. This is. not the position 
in which the Government of a country 
should place itself with regard to any in- 
dustry. Tho British Columbia mnier does 
not ask the Federal Government to ex- 
tend protection to him by placing a high 
duty on tho product of foreign mines. A 
high duty, if it were imposed, would bo of 
no bem-lit to biin whatever. He tlieri 
fore ibics not ask the taxii.iyi.-rs (.f tl 
Dominion to brlp biin in tlie .slitcbtest de- 
gree. He is ijiiilc willing to pay bis share 
towards the eiicourageiiieut uf tlie ]iro- 
tected industries; but he looks upon it as 
the greatest injustice that while paying 
for tho encouragement of other industries, 
the industry in which ho is engaged, 
which wants nothing from anyone, should 
be so heavily taxed. And it is an injust- 
ice. The miner wlio iieeiis for tho suc- 
cessfid prosecution of tlie work in which 
he ia engaged iiiaobiiiery costing say, 
$'.iO,0l)O, will, befi>re be bi;giiis hia work, 
have 1(1 pay to t la^ t iovcrnmeiit the very 
conaidiTibif siiiii of .S7,II0(». What docs 
ho got in return for tliia very heavy con- 
tribution to tho geneml revenue ! Noth- 
ing whatever. Tho duty is imposed 
for the purpose of encouraging the manu- 
facture of machinory in the Dominion, 
but the ninohinery he wants cannot bo 
' purchased in tho Dominion. It must bo 
imported, lie iuhkIs the very best ma- 
chinery that is jiiaile. He rei|iiireH all 
the newest pat.'Uta, the latest improvc!- 
ments. He cannot '.'el- tbiMU in Canada. 
Under tlie cin-iniistanccs, even if milling 
niacliinery were iiianubictnred in the Do- 
minion, the I'.rilisli Columbia minor 
would not bo asking any great favor to be 
allowed to import his plant from a miningi 
country in which the manufacture of 
mining maoliiriei-y and mining tools is 
made a specialty; but since he cannot get 
such machinery in the Dominioii at all, 
lie is only a.sking the Government to act 
in coni'oi iiiiiy with its own principles and 
jiolicy wlicii lie demnnds that ho be 
allowed to import it duty free. Tliia is 
lbe only protection that llie Cioveriiinont 
can extend to bini, ami it can grant him 
his reipiest without doiiiy an injury to 
indiiatry or any individual from 
iMid of Canada to the other. 



WEILSH NATIONALITY'. 

The Welsh aa well as the Scotch and 
Irish are agitating for Home llule. 'I'lie 
Welsh National Council held its second 
mooting a iiioiitb or so ago at Newton. It 
issued a manifesto detiiiing tho objects nnd 
tho demands of Welsh Homo Eulors. 
They declare that thoy are loyal to the 
Empire but assert the right of the Welsh 
people, while upholiling Imperial unity, 
to a greater share of aelf-governmeiit than 
they now enjoy. They doiiiaiul the de- 
struction of tlioeluireb establisliinent, tho 
iiatioiialii'.atioii of tithes, the development 
of iiiteriiiediate schools, and land legisla- 
tiou securing eipiitalile rents, security of 
tenure and coiupensation fur all agricul- 
tural improvements. The majority of 
the Welsli people being dissenters it is 
but natural that tliey should nob look 
upon the church by law established with a 
f riendly.eye.and thedepression mider which 
agriculture in evary part of the United 
Kingdoni has been for some time sulJ'eriiig 
seems to make some change in the tenure 
of land almost a iieeeasi'y. The Imperial 
I'arliameiit being so overburdened with 
work of really a provincial and uniiiicipal 
nature it has been forced to neglect 
meaSLirea which are Kioked upon as uf the 
iitinosl importaneo in diiferent parts of 
the Kiiigdum. The operation of the 
Municipalities Act may lesson thia griev- 
ance, but it cannot aflbrd a remedy f jf 
the principal ovils complained of by the 
Welsh National Council. There are, 
however, those who lielieve tbar- CInircli 
establialiineiils are doomed in England and 
Scotland as well as i:i Wales. iJisestiib- 
lialimeiit is regarded as only a (|uestiuii of 
time, and there are many staiuieli clnircb- 
uien who believe that the severance of the 
Church from the State will not be in any 
respect injurious to the true interests of 
tho Ohurch. A radical change in the land 
laws of Great Britain is regarded by many 
thinkers as inevitable. A precedent has 
already been created in Ireland, and 
legislation on the same ])riiiciiiles for 
England, Scotland and Wales is con- 
sidered not very far oil'. So the Welsh 
agitators if they only wait, will, in the 
not Very distant future, obtain all they 
tleaiie without interfering in the aligliteat 
degree, e\'eii in apjiearaiicc, with the 
unity of the Empire. What the Welsh 
and Scotch Homo Rulers a])pear to want 
is Uj exchange the i)resent legialative 
union of the three kingdoms for a federal 
union something like that which obtains 
in Canada. But public opinion in (Jieat 
Gritain is strongly opposed to an)- such 
chaneie, and it is likely that the Welsh 
and Scotch Home Eulors will agititto for 
a very long titno in vain. The case of 
Ireland is somewhat dill'ereiit. If the 
peojjle of England were? not eunvinced 
that what the lii.ili really want i.s not a 
funu of federal union but cuiiii)lete sever- 
ance from Great Britain, the prospect of 
the Irish Home Rulers attaining a measure 
of self-government would be much 
brighter than it is.

In view of these 
facts it seems reasonable that labor cotn- 
binatioiis should seelc for some" better way 
of settling labor disputes than by strikes. 
There area few liot-lioudud agitators who are 
nut too fond of wurk tliuiiiselves, who are 
ready on tliB slightest provocation to try 
to persuade their steady and |)rudont fel- 
low-workmen to go on strike. Mr. 
Powdorly and aion of his standing seeing 
time these agitators are the workmen's 
worst enemies do not hesitate to warn 
workingmen against them. Thinking 
men now know what a strike costs and 
they are slow to advise men to throw 
down their tools to face tho hardships and 
privations of voluiitaiy idleness.

WHAT STRIKES COST. 

Some figures published by the Bureau 
of Statistics of labor for the State of New 
York show that strikes are very costly 
things. They result in loss both to work- 
men and employers, But tho workmen 
feel tho loss most keenly. A mimth with- 
out work means to many workmen much 
anxiety and actual sulbiring. It incaiia 
deprivation to their families of much that 
they need, and from eveiy point of view 
it is, as the llgure.s .ibow, an exceedingly 
costly way of settling labor ditliciit ies. It 
is no wonder that the most thoughtful 
men of the labor orguniisations have come 
to t<:>uk upon a strike as a last resort, only 
to bo tried after every meaiis of amicable 
settlement has faile'd. There were in tho 
State of New York last year 1,604 strikes. 
Of these 694 were successful and 696 un- 
successful; 190 were compromised .-nid 21 
were left undecided. .\ecording to 
these statistics the cliancis of ,-i strike's 
failing wore a little gn-ator than 
of its being HUceoKsful. 'I'liese tilil 
successful st rikes cost tin: woi'kpeojilu of 
the state ?!i!,013,2iii) in lois of wages 
and it is hard to say how much in trouble 
and sutiering that cannot - be counted in 
dollars and cents. The labor organiui- 
tions paid out ?217,070 as relief to tho 
people on Rtriko. The loss to the eini)li)y- 
crs is euniputed to be §1,102,577. This 
makes the strikes of the year to co.hI §3, - 
.'i32, 871), two-thirds of whieh were lioriie 
by the work-people. The nilv.-iiilage 
gained in the sliape of incri^asfd wages is 
calculated to be Ji!)M,(i33. 'I'lie niiiiilier 
wlio beneiilted by this was I 1,172 persons 
while tho total numljer on strike was 50,- 
726. This shows that not quite one- 
fourth of the liands un strike were bene- 
fitted by the confcesta with employers. 
The other throe-fourths, after" their loss of 
wages and all the suffering wliioh that ini-. 
plies, had to go back to work 
without gaining one single conf. 
This sliows that strikes in New 
York State, at. any rati^ do not jiay. In 
loss of wages and for relief the strikes cunt 
the working class §2,230, 2'.)!). Noli piile one- 
fourth of the striltors gained .?U44,(533, 
making a dear loss of $l,28u,l!t>G, uiid 
then more than tliree-fourtlis of the 
I'M-ikers did not receive the least beuotli.

BETWEEN TWO CONTINENTS. 

Vlrtof 111 Talks to London with Seven Thousand 
Miles Uotwceii. 

As anmnincod in Sunday inorniiig's 
Coi.o.NisT, one of the longest direct con- 
versations ever held over a telegraph wire, 
was listened to on Sunday by Sir Donald 
A. Smith, of the O.P.E. and ;H. B. Co., 
in the Loudon, England, office, and M r. 
Thomas R. Smith, assistant cominisBioner 
of the Hudson's Bay Cmnpany, in this 
city. The Victoria ofUco wan in charge of 
Mr. Wilson, district aui)eriiit6iideiit, of 
New Westminstor, and Mr. W. F. Archi- 
bald, this local manager. At 12 o'clock 
Mr. Wilson took Ida seat at the iiiBtrii- 
inent in tho Victoria ofiico and "called" 
New York; "repeaters" having been put 
in at New Westmiiutei-, Winnipeg and 
Montreal. The New York office answered 
at 12:20, over the .'i.riOO miles of direct 
wire. The cable to Canso from New 
York is workwd by the Morse sound sys- 
tem, the instruments being perfection in 
their delicate mechanism. From New 
Vork Canso was called, tho repeating in- 
strinneiit connecting the regular line with 
the cable wire at New York, and affording 
A'^ictoria direct communication over 
4,500 miles, 1,000 miles by ocean 
cable. London answered "OK" to 
N'ictoria's call at 12:-10 (about 
eight o'clock by London time) and the 
conversation coiiiiiienced. the uics.sages 
being transiiiilted without the slightest 
ditliculty over the 7,000 inilus of wire, 
across the continent and under the broad 
Atlantic. Dr. Hanniugton was present 
ill the Victoria office, in addition to Mr.
